OCT 31 TO GA PRESIDENT, RELATING TO RECENTLY CONCLUDED 

SC DEBATE ON SOUTH APRICA, NOW HAS BEEN FORMALLY SCHEDULED 
POR PLENARY MEETING NOV 12. 

2. WE STILL EXPECT SPEAKERS, POSSIBLY ONE REP PORM EACH 
GEOGRAPHIC GROUP, IN ADDITION TO APRICANS, TO CONDEMN 
VETOERS. IN ADDITION, THERE ARE RUMORS CONCERNING THREE 
POSSIBLE COURSES OF ACTION: 

A) VOTING ON A RESOLUTION CONDEMNING UK, US, AND 
PRANCE. SINCE PALESTINE DEBATE BEGINS NOV 13, SUCH RES 
WOULD HAVE TO BE CIRCULATED NOV 1 1 IN ORDER TO BE VOTED 
ON POLLOWING DAY; 

B) TABLING OP GA RES ALONG LINES OP TEXT TRANS- 
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MITTED USUN 4834. RUMORS ABOUND THAT THIS IN FACT WILL 
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COME TO PASS BUT THEY MAY BE OCCASIONED BY FACT THAT 

DOCUMENT, WHICH WAS PREPARED OCT 30, ONLY NOW HAS REACHED 

SEVERAL DELEGATIONS, AND THESE SEVERAL DELEGATIONS ARE 

CONSIDERING IT AS MORE LIVE AN OPTION THAN DO OTHERS. IN 

ANY EVENT, ONCE AGAIN, DRAFT WOULD HAVE TO BE CIRCULATED NOV II, FOR 

CONSIDERATION NOV 12; AND 

C) GA PRESIDENT MAY WELL CHOOSE TO MAKE RULING ON 
BASIS OF STATEMENTS CONDEMNING VETOERS AND HIS 
"APPRECIATION" OF SITUATION. HE MIGHT THEN RULE THAT 
SOUTH AFRICA WOULD BE SUSPENDED, UNTIL, SAY MARCH I, 

ALONG LINES OF LANGUAGE REFERRED TO IN USUN 4834.
